The 
communists and fellow travelers have insisted 
that the demonstration was merely a. spontan- 
eous protest and not communist directed, as 
charged by FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover.

But last week, tiring of what he called a 
‘false impression” that he had condoned the 
rioters’ conduct, Judge Axelrod publicly re- 
stated his decision in full, including his care- 
fully unquoted declaration that the young dem- 
onstrators “‘chose the wrong means to accom- 
plish their purpose and let themselves become 
victims of those who profit by creating un- 
rest, riots and the type of conduct which is out- 
lawed by the penal code.” 


In other words, the rioters were dupes of 
the communists—and unfortunately, in spite 
of the tolerance and understanding they re- 
ceived from the forces of law and order, many 
of them remain so.

Monday night’s Porterville 
College - Taft basketball game 
proved that two teams battling 
to stay out of the cellar can play 
as interesting ball as two teams 
dueling for the league champion- 
ship. The Pirates finally down- 
ed the Cougars, 82-76, but there 
were lots of doubts about. the 
situation right up to the final 
buzzer. 

PC’s fine 1-2 punch of -Mau- 
rice Talbot and Gene Coggins 
was the deciding factor in the 
contest. Tall, blond Talbot was 
the wheel-horse in the Pirate at- 
tack during the first half as he 
poured in 24 points, but also col- 
lected four fouls in the opening 
stanza. The rubber legged PC 
freshman was also a strong arm 
in the PC defense as he captured 
more than his share of rebounds. 

With two minutes gone in the 
second half Talbot fouled. out 
and a majority of the spectators 
thought the big blond took PC’s 
victory hopes with him; but Pi- 
rate coach Jim Maples doesn’t 
keep all his eggs,in one basket. 
Diminutive Gene Coggins began 
to assert himself. Coggins, a 
harrassing demon on _ defense, 


‘was virtually unstoppable with 


his long jump-shot and when 
the shot failed to net he usually 
followed his own. shot and re- 
bounded it. 

But the axe was poised again 
and it fell with seven minutes 
left in the game. George Dot- 
tin, PC’s 6-6 center, collected 
foul number five and was sent 
to the shower.

The return of the sun this 
week brought great activity 
to the garden minded and 
melted some of the kinks 
from our bones.

Frozen plants shouldn’t 
be trimmed back until after 
the middle of February, ten- 
der plants shouldn't receive 
commercial fertilizer yet, 
and you should keep your 
overcoat and gloves handy.

This situation is one of increas- 
ing concern to both labor and 
management. It is of special 
importance to us in California 
because of the size of our missile 
and electronics industries, in 
which major changes can occur 
with great rapidity.

The bill would provide bene- 
fit payments to a maximum of 
$55 up to 26 weeks to workers 
displaced by automation while 
they are being retained in new 
‘jobs. Funds would come from 
unemployment insurance reserv- 
es, but no additional tax would 
be involved. The bill would pro- 
vide simply that the require- 
ment that a worker be available 
for work and looking for work 
in order to draw benefits would 
be suspended while the worker 
is enrolled in an appraved re- 
training class. Experts say the 
measure might even lower the 
total cost of unemployment in- 
surance by restoring workers to 
jobs faster. 

Another Senate bill which has 
been speeded on its way also 
would change the jobless benefit 
law by adding another 6 to 13 
weeks of benefits on an emerg- 
ency basis if the level of unem- 
ployment rises above 6 percent 
of the labor force. Under pres- 
ent law, such extended benefit 
payments could not be made 
available for the first three 
months of this year. Depart- 
mental estimators fix the addi- 
tional amount to be paid out if 
the bill went into effect on Feb-

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CALIFORNIA COTTON FARMERS 
WILL RECEIVE LESS IN 1961 
THAN LAST YEAR, ECONOMIST SAYS 


BERKELEY, Jan. 26 — Most 
California growers will reap 
lower incomes from cotton this 
year because of reduced acreage 
allotments. : 

This dim prospect was fore- 
east by Burt B. Burlingame, 
University of California Agricul- 
tural Extension service econom- 
ist at Berkeley. 

Burlingame pointed out that 
the state’s cotton acreage allot- 
ment for 1961 has been cut to 
836,161 acres, more than 100,- 
000 acres less than was planned 
last year. 

“In 1959 and 1960, growers 
choosing to operate under the 
‘B’ acreage allotment plan were 
allowed to plant 40 per cent 
move acres than their previous 
‘A’ plan base but at reduced sup- 
port prices,’’ the economist re- 
called. ‘‘About 86 per cent of 
California’s total alloted acres 
were under the ‘B’ plan last 
year.”’ 

He said that the sharp reduc- 
tion in the state’s 1961 acreage 
allotment resulted from the 
elimination of the “B”’ plan. 

“Growers under the ‘B’ plan 
last year will have reduced acre- 
age allotments of 18 per cent,” 
Burlingame reported, ‘‘while 
those who stayed with the ‘A’ 
plan will have increased allot- 
ments averaging nearly 15- per 
cent.’”’ 

The economist observed that 
price supports for cotton in 1961 
will not be known until the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture announces 
the support level and the parity 
base to which it applies. ‘“Un- 
der the law, parity will be based 
this year on the average grade 
and staple instead of Middling 
Y% inch which has been the basis 
in past years,’’ he explained. 

Burlingame said that ‘‘the 
parity price in 1961 for compar- 
able quality could be slightly 
lower than last year is the par- 
ity index does not rise above the 
November, 1960, level.” 

The price support level cannot 
be more than 90 per cent or less 
than 70 per cent of parity this 
year, the economist said. ‘In 
1960, support levels were 75 per 


cent for ‘A’ and 60 per cent for

keep existing streets and roads 
up to.standard, and meet antici- 
pated need for new public thor- 
oughfares between now and 
1980. ;

figure, but on the basis of pres- 


ent estimates, it is realistic, and 
it is backed by the fact that Cali- 
fornia now has 8,230,716 regis- 
tered motor vehicles, and the 
state is adding to this figure at 
a rate of 1,200 vehicles per day. 

CITIES AND counties through- 
out California receive a share of 
gasoline tax money for street 
and road work; they also add in 
lieu. taxes to streets. and road 
funds in many cases, and, in ad- 
dition other tax money goes into 
repair and construction work to 
meet public demand for streets 
and roads. Then, of course, the 
state of California has its own 
freeway program. But in spite 
of all this, the general highway, 
roads, and streets program rep- 
resents a losing battle, since de- 
mand is moving faster than sup- 
ply. 

TO LOCALIZE the problem, 
Porterville’s engineering report 
indicates that to bring and keep 
city streets up to standard, and 
to meet the cost of necessary 


new streets from now until 1980, 


cost will be $2,955.000 or an 
average of $147,750 per year, 
while Tulare county figure, on 
the same basis, amounts to $91,- 
666,000, or $458,000 per year. 
Obviously; this is quite a chunk 
of moola, and for the life of us, 


we don’t know where it will 


come from. 

IT IS likely that a bill will be 
introduced in the current ses- 
sion of the state legislature to 
raise the gasoline tax, and/or 
increase motor vehicle registra- 
tion, or. perhaps combine the 
two ideas to provide a little more 
financial assistance in meeting 
the demands of city and county 
street and road problems, with- 
out interfering with the present 
sources of revenue for the state 
freeway program. 

THIS, OF course, represents 
more taxes for everyone who 
drives a motor vehicle, and more 
taxes is a subject that lacks 
much of a popular appeal these 
days. But the problem is there, 
and we the people, have no 
choice but to recognize the prob- 
lem and to seek solutions.
